— It seems impossihh' for a 
day to go liy at .iMtnaiea without a ntiinor iti one 
«>r more of llte six raia*s falling. Tmlay it was 
Alntaiidim', the heavily l.aeked favorite for the 
third raia'. .Inst Itefore the far liiru was reaehi'il 
Aliuandine. wliieli was riniiiing in tliiril position 
next to the rail, was seen to sluiulile ami fail. 
Mlisgrave. who had llte mount, rolled over a D'W 
times and .lust esea|M'd striking a post of tho 
fi'nce. He liiekil.v was not seriously injured, hut 
was Ideeding from euls on the fare :ind scalp when 
liroilght hack to Hii' jm-koy's room, and had to ean 
«x»l his engagements for the rest of the day. It is 
floilhtful if Alnianiliiie eouhl have won liad tlierc 
no aeeident not withstanding tho esteem in 
which lie was held hy the shrewd liorseineii who have 
hint. Tnll.v t'oulter. who races only a small stahle 
and wins hut a few times in the year, hut who 
makes eaeli win eoniit. eaptnrod the rail' with 
Brother .lonathaii. The liorse was liaeked from 12 
to 1 to 7 to 1 and won with ridieiilous oase. 

The Duntoii Stakes was the feattire race and was 
disapiKdiiting in more ways than one. In general 
estimation the race seemed to he hetweeii .lames 
K. Hrudy. Ih-rry Maid and Kialto. The former 
Hosed a slight favorite. He demonstrated, how 
ever, that he Is a g<H«l horse only when he ean 
liave matters ills own way. In company he <-ai. 
oiitfool, Jainus H. Hrady shows to lie a giMst 
sprinter. He tmik the had at tli4' start and his 
hackers e(uinte<l thi'lr wagers as already won. Hut 
aft«'r showing the wa.v for a furlong, the fast King 
t'ol>Mlt ranged ut* aloiigsid»> of him. .Tames H. 
Bra<ly quit witlioiit showing an effort. In the 
stn'leh when U'*i>el«'ssl.v out of the eontoiition Shaw 
eased him up. King Fohalt wtts well snp|H>rted and 
his vlet«iry was no Huke. He was a very fast hors«' 
last year and sm'iiis to stay Is-iter this season 
Berry .Maid was running fast through the stn-teli 
and with a la'tter rifle would iin<|oulite<lIy liave given 
the winner an iirgunieiit.

In his 
last race Fast lew tHsI. after getting a wav isstrlv, 
hud shftwn mmh speed, luit this evhleiitly was over- 
looked, aitfl .1 lo 1 was ehalketl ni> against him. 
When owner Meiliimis and liis friemis were through 
with their eommisslons. however, lu' was seeiuiil 
choice. He led Ihroiigliout. while Zieiiap just got 
up to Iteat Light Wmd for seetunl place. Then' was 
eonsideralile eoininent on tlie raef'. liiit it ihs's m>t 
take mueli f>f a liorsi' tf> l>eal Zh'iiap at f>in' mile 
ami a slxtf'f'nth with gtsMl wf ight up on a fast 
track. 

Enstaelan was the tip for ilu' two-year old race, 
and was haekcfl hy all the wis<> ffdk on report of 
goofi Wf»rk. But Kustaeian was lost In the shuttle, 
sfaiii after the start aufi was iievf'r priuiiiueiit. St. 
Wltliold. a fleferrcfl hope fmin tin' Keeiie hart', won 
easily from Father Stafff>rd, tin' pacemaker. 

Fhurlea S. Clark. sf»ti of Seuntor Flark iff Mote 
tana, wln» has lieeu mentioned several limes as likely 
f«» take up racing in the oast, has registeri'il his 
colors with the .loekey Flnli, ap|Mdnteil an author 
lied agent and atleinled ti> othi'r iletails. which 
gives assurance tiuit liis colors will he seen sim>ii 
on the nietro|Kditan tracks. He is Irving to make 
arrangements with a well-known trainer to hamlle 
his horses and his start will prohaldy Ik' in a 
moilest way. 

McDaniel, who rode eonstanll.v all winter, is tak- 
ing a week’s rest. His vacation gave rise to tlie 
rumor that he had parteil eompaii.v witli tlie B. 
& O. Stahle, tint this is denii'd l>j’ all c<meerned. 

Although the name of Higli Private is among 
those sent out for the Oreenfleld Stakes tomorrow. 
It was reiMirted toflay that he Is siifferlng from 
hiieked shins.

Favorites won four raees, 
and as all were lieavily haeki'd, it meant that the 
layers got a drnlihing they will n'lneinher for .some 
lime to come. Four of tlie races furnished gcscl 
contests and in two of thetn the tiiiishes were very 
elosf'. Harty nale two w'inners. Sig and Martin 
Dfiyle. In thf' steeplechase .Mr. \V. F. Ha.ves risle 
his own entr.v, Varna Christy, and the ohl Jumper 
ran the Ix'st race he has shown this spring, being 
iM'iiteii only liy a small margin l>.v tlie favorite., 
OiHirge Leiper, after a ilriving tinisli which lasted 
for over three furlongs. 

Till* going was fairly giaxi and goiai tiine was 
inade in most of the races. There were a niiinher 
of seratehes from some of tlie races, the New How 
aril Ilandieap espeeiall.v suffering hy wHIidrawals. 

I.. I’riee’s Ihri'e .vear-old, .SiiperstlHon, showed 
an I'xeeltent iierformanee in thi.s race. He led 
nearl.v all the way, setting a ver.r fast pace in Hi.* 
early running, .••ml it was not until in the last two 
strides that Martin Do.vle siieei'eded in heading 
him. SiiiMTstilioii broke out of the maiden division 
liere a few days ago and iitity develop into quite a 
useful horse. He isissesses great siioeil and Is 
very game. 

.Kig, the winner of the first race, is the eolt that 
has heeti tiiiited as the Is-st iff his age here.

Billy Oliver was nineh put out when the stewards 
scratched Hawkwing in the first race. He warmed 
tlie eolt till fop till* race ami a jockey had weighed 
out to ride him. tint the pnildoek judge sent word 
to the ofiieials that i*Iiver had failed to reisirt the 
colt to hint. The same thing oi'eiirred on Satiirila.V 
Iasi. Little Lighter, whieh was named as a starter 
in the sixth race, was brought over to the padiloek 
lii'fore the horses went to the post fiw flie third 
rai-e. His rider weighed out and the horse was 
warmeil up, Imt his people made the same error 
that <*liver did. that is. they did not uotif.v tho 
pathloek judge that tlie hivrse was on tlie grounds. 

.li>ekey Fharlii* Kis-rner left for famlsville this 
morniug.

Louisville Officials Forbidden to Interfere Fending 
a Hearing — Kentucky Derby Gossip. 



New York, .Ma.v 4. — “I guess .vmir old liorsi' is 
done for, Dave, ami you’d better scud Idm to the 
farm to .spend Hie rest of his days in iH-aei*,” .said 
Frank .1. Farrell to Dave .lolmsoii just after Kose 
lieu hail heeii lieateii in Hu* Paiiluoiiok Haiidieap. 
"He will never In* the same horse again and I 
would not give you $.1f*(* for him right now.” 

"It liMiks that way,” replied .Iiiliii.son, witli a sad 
smile. "He had no excuses and did the l.est he 
knew how. I guess Hint alta-k of IdiHxl poisoning 
last fall was ti«> miieh for him. altlioiigli he has 
Im'I'ii working well and seemed to lie all right in 
lii.s trials." 

"His race wa.s a big surprise to me,” remarked 
trainer Weir. ”He worki-d very fast two days ago. 
and I tielii'vi'd tliat lie would win tisla.v’s race in 
a eanler. I still have eonfidenei* lu him and will 
•si'nd him to the pest again soon.” 

"Kosehen ha.s gone.” was Hie eomment on all 
sides as he made a fruitless attempt to overhaul 
the isieemakers on the far turn. “He will never 
amount lo iiiiieh again.” Then W’lieii the once 
great raeer eaiiie home alisoliitel.v last there was a 
feeling of sorrow ainimg those who renienihered his 
notalde triiiiiiplis in ttie past. 

ItoselM'ii. it will Is- reealled, was at the point 
of deatli last year. A hriiise on liis Iniof develo|K‘d 
hliMMl indsonlng ami it was oniy the most lieroie 
trealnieat Hiat saved his life. Exi»rts wlio have 
studied his ease said tliiit the “Big Train,” Hioiigh 
Iisikiiig wi'll, had Ii>st miieh of his former vitalit.v 
and that he would ni'ver be the eliainpion at short 
ilistanctes again. In all probability no greater 
sprinter than Uosetieu ever lived. He won with ail 
sorts of heavy tiurdens, carrying as much as 147 
pounds to vietor.v. His greatest performance was 
when he rtin seven furlongs at Belmont Park a year 
ago last fall in 1:22. a record tliat will probably 
stand nneqiialled for a long time to come. 

If Koseben should ever recover his prowess it 
would be wholl.v due to tlie skill of trainer Weir, 
who has pateheil him up on several occasions before 
this. That Rosebi'n will l>e sent to the races again 
is a foregone conclusion, but it is doiilitful if he 
will evi'r have tlie undivided confidence of the rac- 
ing public again. 

Mr. Weir think.s, too. that the poor form of Rose- 
ben might be attribnteil to tlie plentiful use of 
antl-to.xin last fall, when the hig sprinter was crit- 
ically ill. Other drugs were employed, so that, in 
Weir’s opinion, Roaelien ma.v be still suffering 
from the effects of the heroic treatment he received. 
Several veterinarians have expressed the belief 
that if Ruschen is allowed to rest for several 
'months he ma.v come around all right after all. 
But exiiert trainers who have seen the Big Train 
say that he will never completely recover his old 
form.

F. •iraiiiger niaile piiblie last night in which the mayor 
aniioiineed Ids intention of sending out a force of 
police to Fhureliill I*owns on Derb.v day to stop any 
form of betting, wlietlier it lu* by Parl-iinituel or 
auefioii pools. Tlie annonneement eaine as a siir- 
prisi' to the riiee track officials, wlio, under their 
charter grant, felt certain that tliey wnnid Is* free 
from niolestation, as the charter sim-itteally allows 
Pari-miitui'ls and aiietion pools to lie sold at the 
roiirse during tin* progress of a race meeting. 

It is confidently expected that when Hie injniic- 
lion comes up for a liearing May 11 it will he made 
lieriuaneiit. .Meanwliile it is thiiiight that the ofli- 
eials enjoined will not attempt to dissolve it until 
tlie time set for its hearing, allowing five days of 
racing free from interference. 

It is not ex|)ceted that many persons will remain 
away from Hie track on account of the threatened 
interferenee. and the nianageineiit is making iwepar- 
ations to take care of an immense attendance. 

• This year’s Derby may not have as hrilllant a field

I told liim tliat he would make a mistake in 
keeping lier in tile barn; that be <-oiild lK>t on her 
witii all conHdence lliat he would cash his ticket, 
and lie did. So did I. The puldic and a great 
many liorseinen, for tliat matter, are not acquainted 
wifli the fact that a gradiiatetl veterinary dentist 
of long practice seldom makes a mistake in sizing 
up tile qualities of a racer. There is no lictter 
way in tlie world to judge the character and or 
gaiiism of a liorse than li.v working in his mouth. 
If he has no heart, no courage, no sense, he will 
slirink from the forceps and the rasp; the ver.v 
siglit of dental tisds will put him n-qniver. If he 
is courageous and game he will go up against the 
iiistniments, stuiuUug quietly aud flrml.v and giving 
.von all possilile aid: displn.viiig admiralde deter- 
mination Isirn of goiKl sense and stoiit-lieartediie-ss. 
Dainty Diime is sncli a thonsighbreil, uiul I'd like 
much to own her were I racing a stable of liorses.” 

'I'liere is a two-year-old ihestnut colt in the 
staldc of Dan T. Morris whicli. barring sickness or 
accident, will make a goisl race horse. He is liy 
Allowa.v out of Desinmia, and his name is Des- 
potowa.v. He Is a Well-formed colt of more tlian 
average size and lias speed and •sense. Nothing 
s<H-ins to iKitlier or fret liiui. 'riie tirst time be 

was sclioided at tlie liarrier lie walked up to tile 
tai«“ as if lie liad seen it u tlioiisaiul times iM-fore, 
riiblied ills nose along it a time or two and tlien 
stiHMl quietly while half a dozen otlier youngsters 
were cavorting around him.

He hateil quarrelling and was a 
wonderful |M-iicemaker. .Mr. TiMiilliie, the judge 
at Richmond (Yorks), used to tell how cleverly 
I’ierse stopped a quarrel lietween two Jm-keys who 
had ridden a punishing finish and got to high words 
alMMit the issue. Trotting back past the clialr to 
weigh In. he called out: "How far did I win, Mr. 
TomlineV” 

“You, Mr. Pierse, why you were boat three 
lengths.” was the answer. 

"Oil.” said Billy, with a polite bow, “tbank ye. 
sir; that altera the case.” and his manner was so 
comical tliat be set both disputants laughing aud 
so ended the row. 

His whole reading was confined to the Bible and 
Adam Smith’s “Wealth of Nations.” He went 
throiigb each about tlilrty times, and In the winter 
would sit for hours together poring over the abstruse 
sutiject of iK>lltlcal economy. Billy certainly knew 
how to make a bargain. When he wanted some new 
clotlies for his stable boys he would go up to Man- 
chester. give the eord merchants • tips, and 
come back with enougb corduroy In exchange to 
last the stables a year. He once dined and slept 
at the house of one of these merchants. After he 
had gone to bed the host heard sounds of distress 
proceeding from bis room. On going thither be 
found Blllv pacing up and down the room arrayed 
In a long night gown and evidently in great dla-
